We hereby submit to you our annual report for the year 
ending February 15, 1908:

We are glad to report that we have been able to lengthen 
the school year to thirty weeks, and we hope this will prove to 
be a precedent and that the district will provide the means 
whereby the schools may be run on a thirty week basis in the 
future. 


In accordance with the vote passed at the last annual school 
meeting, providing asupervisory district, your school board 
have united this distriet with Meredith Special, Ashland Spe- 
cial, and the town of Holderness, and have secured tle ser- 
vices of Mr. Samuel A. Burleigh as superintendent. 

Mr. Burleigh comes to us very highly recommended, being a 
graduate of Colby University and having had eleven years’ 
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experience as teacher and superintendent. In the opinion of 
the board, the district is fortunate in securing a man who so 
thoroughly understands his business. 

It is obvious that in the short time he has been with us it is 
impossible to note great improvements, yet one can see that 
a good foundation has been laid, and with the co-operation of 
the teachers which has been given, there is no reason why our 
sehools in a short time will not rank with other schools in the 
state that enjoy the benefits of expert supervision. 

Considering the shortage in the teaching force in the state, 
it is fast becoming a great problem to find a sufficient number 
of good teachers for the schools at the price we are now paying, 
$7.00 per week.

Report of Special School District. 


To the Selectmen of the town of Meredith; 


The Board of Education of the Special School District No. 
5 respectfully submit the following report : 

Under the direction of the Superintendent, the schools are 
doing more and better work this year than ever before. 

It will perhaps be advisable to withhold promotion from some 
entire grades this year in order to raise the standard to that 
of good schools elsewhere. 

Too many grades in the primary room and consequent lack 
of sufficient individual instruction for pupils who cannot be ex- 
pected todo much work without the teacher’s constant over. 
sight, is a serious mistake. By closer correlation of studies, 
elimination of the unpractical and doing more thorough work, 
we shall be enabled to do away with the ninth grade. This 
will give two grades in the primary and three in each of the 
next two rooms. 

English and arithmetic are given much more time than any 
other studies and yet the schools are justly criticized because 
many young people complete the work of the grades without 
acquiring the ability to write the letters or solve the problems 
of ordinary business. 7 

The recognition of a fault is the first step necessary to its 
correction. A word follows concerning the remedy being ap- 
plied by the superintendent : 

First, Reading—intelligent thought inspiring reading—is 
made the important study of the lower grades by methods that 
will make pupils self reliant and independent. The judicious 
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use of supplementary reading leads up to the studies of history 
and geography in such manner as to enhance the child’s inter- 
est and power to master those subjects in the briefest possible 
time. 

The correlation of the different studies so that reading, 
writing, spelling, history, geography, ete., shall continually 
supplement one another not only saves time but produces bet- 
ter results. 

The absolute mastery of the essentials of arithmetic in the 
lower grades, so that pupils are able to perform the fundamen- 
tal processes—addition, multiplication, ete., without waste of 
time and thought, will save an incalculable amount of time and 
will enable them to concentrate the attention on the difficult 
phases of the problems in hand. 

The teachers this year are working faithfully and efficiently. 
Several years of such work will give the Meredith schools a 
high standing and become an incentive of no little importance 
in bringing desirable citizens to our town. The high school, 
under Mr. Royal P. Richardson, is doing excellent work. 
Here, perhaps, more than elsewhere, we see the evil effects of 
inefficiency last year.

Soon after the last annual meeting the District united with 
the Town District, Ashland Special and Holderness Districts 
to form a supervisory district. We believe the result has been 
beneficial. 

It is evident that a professional superintendent, giving his 
whole time and attention tothe business of school manage- 
ment,can attend to the work better than members of the school 
board, who are busy about their own affairs and for a nominal 
salary can give only odd times to visiting schools and attempt- 
ing to direct the work. The responsibility has been so divided 
and the teachers left so much to their own devices that uniform 
and substantial progress has not always been made and can- 
not be expected under such conditions. 

We consider the district fortunate in securing for Superin- 
tendent Mr. Samuel A. Burleigh, who has had ample experi- 
ence in this line of work. He has proved to be a man of sound 
practical judgment, who has not insisted on radical changes 
so much as constant improvement. 

Through his efforts we believe better work is being done by 
both teachers and scholars, and the additional expense to the 
district is small in comparison to the benefits derived from the 
expenditure, ;
